FORT BOWIE, A. T., Sept. 1.—The 


Apache campaign seems to be fast draw- 
Ing to a close. On the 18th of July Cap- 
tain LaWton surprised the 
hostlles' 


camp on the Arras river In Sonoro, and 
captured all their stock. The Indians 
then raided through the districts of Ban- 
erlpl and Ures, killing a number ot peo- 
ple in securing new mounts. They then 
headed north through the district of Mao 
tezuma, leaving a track of blood behind, 
and attempted to retnm to Arizona ior 
another raid. Captain Lawton followed 
closely upon their trail, and General 
Miles, who had 
been 
Informed 
of 


their 
movements, rushed troops to- 


ward the line to head them oft. This 
movement was complectely successful, 
and the hostlles iound themselves con- 
fronted by a large American force at 
Fronteras. At this Juncture, Geronlmo, 
with his characteristic cunning, made 
overtures of poaoe to the Mexican au- 
thorities, and the prefect of ArUpe went 
to Fronteras to treat with him. This 
proceeding caused a brief cessation of 
hostilities, which Geronlmo took odvan- 
taeo of and broke camp In the night, 
again starting toward the Arizona and 
New Mexico Hues. 
Within 
a 
few 


hours Captain Lawton was again on the 
trail, 
and 
alter 
two days of hard 


marching 
through 
almost 
Impassa- 


ble mountains, came np with Geronlmo 
near the junction of the fiavlspe and San 
Bernardino rivers. Qeroulmo now made 
overtures of peace to the Americans and 
made known his wish to surrender. He 
came In person to Captain Lawton's 
camp, and said that tie and hla men were 
tired of tho war and wanted to sunonder, 
but he wanted to bo assured that their 
lives would be spared. He had with him 
twenty-one bucks, sixteen squaws and 
some children. He told Captain Lawton 
that he was anxious for peace, and 
wanted to see General Miles so that he 
could surrender to him. Ho said that he 
never 
wanted 
to go on the 
war- 


path, 
but 
that certain 
persons at 


the San Carlos Agency had made a plot 
to have him killed, and that be would 
not give up his life without a struggle. 
In rogaid to his going off last year after 
promising to surrender to General Crook, 
he said that when ho agreed to surrender 
In Mexico ho was told that he would be 
allowed to return to the reseivatlon, but 
that when he reached the Sun Bernardino 
ranch, General Croos: refused to guaran- 
tee what had already been promised him, 
and that ho did not Intend to surrender 
unless he was sure that hla life would be 
spared. 
Natchez, who was present at the talk, 


expressed the same sentiments as Geron- 
lmo, and said that he wanted to return to 
his family. 
At last accounts Captain Lnn ton was 


moving toward the line and Qeronlmo 
was coming In to suirender 
The camps 


aio close together, and passing and re- 
passing la kept up continually. Geronl- 
mo Is In fine health and condition 
He 


has never been wounded, as reported 
Natchez received a slight wound iu the

during 
a, 
flght 
with 
some 


ranchers 
near 
Campassa 
a 
short 


time ago. Geronlmo says that he has 
not seen nor heard of Magnus and 
his party of eight or nine bucks In over a 
yeai, and does not know where they are. 
Whon tho Mexicans learned thai Gero 
nlmo was with the American ti oops and 
making across the line to snnender, a 
large force started from Frontreros to 
head them off, and a flght \\lth Law- 
ton'8 command seemed for a while In- 
evitable, but tho Mexicans llnally drew 
off without attacking them. Goronlmo's 
desire to surrender is questioned by 
airay officers, and many believe that he 
will not do BO unless force Is used.

can arrived here from Qeromlno's camp 
at San Bernandlno ranch

Be arrived about ten o'clock 
and soon bejjan to play billiards. At one 
o'clock all sat down to sapper. Sedg- 
wlck did not dance, but with some others 
remained at the table. At five o'clock In 
the morning he, in company with seven' 
others, all well-known Mexican society 
men, left the club-room and went to the 
Iturbide Hotel, Sedgwlcic's residence, 
which is directly In front ol the club. 
All were very hilarious. Sedgwick did 
not go to bis rooms, but, with the others, 
went into the second patio, a yard, and 
began to dance. Sedgwlck and one other 
fell down. Some of them took a common 
street cab, and. among these was Sedg- 
wlck. The cab went to a gay part of the 
town. There are many rumors of what 
occurred, but It Is alleged that Sedgwtck 
failed to appear at an appointment he 
had with General Diaz at eleven o'clock 
on Saturday morning. 
General Diaz 


waited until twelve o'clock. 


Mr. Sedgwlck, when Inteivlewed In 


bis room to-day, said he had beard ru- 
mors that he had been Insulted by Mexi- 
cans at and after the ball of the Jockey 
Club. He also understood that telegrams 
had been sent from here to the United 
States on the same question; that be bad 
received to-day telegrams from friends 
In New York asking him to deny state- 
ments published there, but as he does 
not know what Is published, be hoe 
asked for more Informutftm before say- 
Ing any thing on the subject.

Later In the day a telegram from Ocean 


Springs, six miles beyond Blloxi, on the 
same railway, announced a suspicions 
case of fever there, which will also be In- 
vestigated by the officials of onr Board ot 
Health. Just twelve miles from Biloxl, 
oat at sea, Is Ship Island, which bears 
besides a light-house and a fortress, the 
United States Marine Hospital for quar- 
antine uses. There are several ships ly- 
ing In the quarantine anchorage Infected 
with yellow fever, but they are under 
control of Burgeon B. D. Murray, an ex- 
perienced officer, who so snccsssfully 
stamped out yellow fevei on the Texas 
frontier some years ago.

Formal Opening1 oi the New Ground* at 


Columbus—The Speakers 


COLUMBUS, O , Sept. 1.—The new 


grounds of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture were formally dedicated yesterday. 
This being "Colnmbps Day," many of 
the business and manufacturing houses 
of the city were closed, and every tody 
went to the fair. The exercises consist- 
ed mainly In speech making by Governor 
Forttker, Judge Allen Q. Thurman and 
Senator John Sherman, who were escort- 
ed to the grounds In carriages. 


After an Introductory speech by Gen- 


eral 8. H. Hurst on behalf of the State 
Boat dot Agriculture. Governor Foraker 
responded in a brief speech accepting, on 
behalf of the State, the noble gift of the 
grounds. He congratulated the board 
an their energy and success, and said that 
it was a comfoit to know that the State 
fair at last had a home. Ho was fre- 
quently applauded. 


After Governor Foraker concluded, 


Judge Thurman was Introduced and 
made a short speech, which was well re- 
ceived and loudly cheered. 


Senator Sherman was then Introduced 


and made the speech of the dav. After 
opening with a pleating outline of the 
growth of the industrial Interests of the 
country and showing the benefits of In- 
vention, he proceeded to consider the 
disadvantages of the great change that 
has been made In the last forty years, and 
to discuss tho icmedles proposed. The 
regulation of railroads, he said, was one 
of the most Important questions which 
he would only state, leaving Congress to 
argue It. Concerning protection there 
might be a difference of opinion. Nearly

A Shocking Accident. 


Last evening shortly before six o'clock

of the disease. It is supposed to have 
been brought here by Indian oattle 
brought here from Si Louis. Dr. Beid 
says native oattle cannot take the disease 
from native cattle, so there is no occasion 
tor alarm. Tht> Indian oattle have been 
isolated and the Decatur OOWB cannot be 
inooenlated except by pasturing with or 
crossing the trail ot the imported cattle. 
Dr. Beid has sent the facts to the state 
veterinarian who will act at once. Besides 
the Hnddleston and Haworth cows that 
have died of the disease, Michael Demp- 
sey haa loat one, J. B. Winebrenner one, 
0. W. Cunningham one, and also several 
others whose names cannot be learned. 


An Important Dectolon. 


The Appellate court of the Third Dis- 


trict at Springfield haa just decided a 
very important case to the liquor men. It 
is that where liquor ia sold to a party and 
sent 0. O. D., the sale taken place where 
the seller resides, and not at tbe point 
where the liquor ia delivered, and where 
the express company receives the money. 
Several of the circuit courts and Judge 
Treat, ot the United States court, have 
told the reverse. The Appellate court, 
aowever, holds that the sale is made at 
the point where the goods are when sold, 
and that the sending them 0. O. D, sim- 
ply gives the seller B lien tor the pur- 
chase money.
